Tho attitudo cf onr secretary cf tho 


treasury, Mr. Carlisle, in desiring to ac- 
commodate tho foreign manufacturers 
anil tho importers of foreign goods Is 
quite, in keeping with tho frco tratlo pol- 
icy cf hi* party. \Vcro it otherwise we 
thould bo surprised at reading tho fol- 
lowing extract from a recent Washing- 
ton dispatch: 


"Secretary Carlisle Is especially anx- 


ious to find some law of construction by 
which lie can ailmit goods which under 
the present law aro dutiable and aro 
now In bond, but which becomo free, 
under tho new tariff law, into the Unit- 
ed Ktatcs free cf duty without subject- 
In™ tho owners to the expense of report-

It is rery criJent that the Gorman 


tariJf bill did not authorize what Secre- 
tary Carlisle has einco permitted. Had 
the new law been explicit in so doing 
there would hare been no occasion for 
tho secretary of tho treasury to bo "es- 
pecially anxious" to oblige his foreign 
friends. An honest man would not hare 
sought a quibble or a subttr^igo to 
crado the law. A true Amcricai^would 
havo executed tho law as ho found it 
and would have been glad of the oppor- 
tunity tliat tcrred to benefit Americans 
by prolonging tho chanco for tho em- 
ployment cf American labor in the 
manufacture cf American good*. 


Lie public prominence that has so re- 


peatedly been given to this Democratic 
official's inordinate desire to tare a few 
dollars for foreign manufacturers, while 
at tLo samo timo wresting a few dol 
lars fron tho unfortunate American 
wago earner.-, is inferential proof that 
the exact reading of the law has cot 
been put into execution.
